Col. Donald K. Fargo, command- 
ing officer of the 468th Air Force 
Base Unit, announced the death 
toll as 20. He said a board was 
investigating. 

Names of the dead were with- 
held pending notification of rela- 
tives. An spokesman said 
13 were believed to be Negroes, 

Fargo would not speculate on 
the cause. The ceiling was re- 
ported at 1700 feet shortly after 
the crash, which the Army said 
occurred at 6:05 p. m.

Five boys, ranging in age from 
14 to 11 years, admitted to police 
at the Lynch Street Police Station 
today that they had robbed homes 
and stores of about $200 in cash 
and $500 worth of merchandise. 
Police questioned the boys after 
friends said they app*ared to have 
unusual amounts of money. They 
readily admitted the robberies and 
burglaries and said they obtained 
the largest amount from Roth's 
Market, 1334 South Thirteenth 
street, where they took $100 in 
cash and about $150 worth of cig- 
arettes, candy and canned goods.

GETS LIFE TERM FOR DEATH 
OF WIFE IN FIRE LAST YEAR 


Henry Lucas Smith, Negro, was 
found guilty of first degree mur- 
der by a jury in the court of 
Circuit Judge Edward M. Ruddy 
last night and his sentence was 


fixed at life imprisonment in the 
Missouri state penitentiary. He 
was convcted in the murder of his 
wife, Georgia who was burned to 
death in their home at 3023 Las- 
ton avenue, Sept. 18, 1946. 


The chief state’s witness, Miss 
Margaret Pearson, Negro, 4628 
Vernon avenue, testified she was 
living in the rooming house oper- 
ated by Smith at the Easton ave- 
nue address and that Smith had 
told her before the fire not to 
pay any more rent to his wife 
because he was going to get rid 
of her. Three other tenants of 
the rooming house testified Smith 
had told them not to pay rent for 
the same reason. Five witnesses 
testified Smith had been seen 
around the house on the day of 
the fire and had been arguing 
with his wife about insurance on 
the property. Also burned to 
death in the fire were Dolores 
Sykes, Mrs. Smith’s 11-year-old 
granddaughter, and Miss Ezell 
Jones, a tenant. 

Smith testified he had left his 
home eight hours before the fire 
and had spent the night at 1307 
Washington avenue.

Wanton Carelessness” on M-K-T? 

Four persons are dead today and nine are 
injured because the Missouri-Kansas-Texas Lines, 
like many others in the United States, operate 
erack high-speed passenger trains with the prim- 
itive methods of stage-coach days. 

Two M-K-T trains which crashed head-on near 
New Braunfels, Tex., Wednesday night were op- 
erating in what is known as the timetable and 
train order system, the most primitive method 
of dispatching. 

They lacked the protection of the block sig- 
nal system. Yet the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission recommended to Congress 44 years ago 
that the operation of passenger trains without 
this protection be outlawed, and 27 years ago 
Congress gave the ICC the power to prohibit it. 

Sixty-five years ago the president of the 
Union Pacifie railroad, Charles Francis Adams 


x., said what he thought of operating trains 


without the block signal system. He said it in- 
dicated “a degree of wanton carelessness, or an 
excess of Incompetence, for which adequate pro- 
vision should be made in the crimimal law.” 


In other words, it was a crime in fact and 
should be made a crime under the law. 

‘Yet regularly ever since, the railroads have 
gone on killing employes and passengers be- 
cause they lacked the safeguard which Adams 
said it was a crime to lack, which the ICC asked 
Congress to require, and which Congress au- 
thorized the ICC to require.

Interracial difficulties are partly effects of region’s poverty, 
observer notes; with economic gains, Dixie is becoming more liberal 
in attitudes; reports nearly unanimous Southern view that federal 
intervention will not speed and may delay era of equal justice.

COLUMBIA, S. C. 

The commonest reaction among liberals 
in the South to the report of the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on Civil Rights boils 
down to something like this: It is a “noble” 
document, perhaps, but it shows a dismay- 
ing lack of understanding of the South’s 
problems, attitudes and background. 


In recent years, the South has made sub- 
stantial progress in racial relations, and it 
is felt that if any attempt were made to 
abolish intolerance 
and ill will by a leg- 
islative wand, it 
would only aggravate 
outward symptoms 
and defeat the forces 
of true progress. 

The principle of 
segregation is deep- 
rooted in Southern 
life. Quite a few 
Southerners are will- 
ing to admit that Jim’ 
Crowism is wrong, 
but insist that segre- 
gation is a natural 
thing—i.e, like will 
seek like, At the 
same time, they are willing to admit that 
under segregation the minority race doesn't 
get its money’s worth, so to speak, and that 
this is wrong. 

Politically and economically, the Negro 
has made and is making strides in the 
South.. But no one in the South thinks that 
the millennium can come overnight. Any 
real reform is the result of gradual growth, 
No one can doubt that some of the best 
people in the South, with the co-operation 
of leading elements among the Negroes, 
are working toward equal rights for the 
minority race. 


Penalties Would Miss Mark 


There is no more notable worker in the 
cause of better racial relations in the South 
than Mrs. M. E, ‘Tilly of Atlanta. She was 
a member of the committee and is quoted 
as saying she pleaded with it “for some 
understanding of the South and the back- 
ground of the problems this report treats.” 
She says that any course of recrimination 
or retaliation against the South because of 
segregation would be wrong, and is no 
remedy. 

Rather than any cutting off of federal 
aid because of segregation, what the South 
needs is even more federal aid. It lags be- 
hind the rest of the country by every yard- 
stick. It squeezes its dollar harder than the 
wealthier states to educate its children. 
Yet, economically, it has been pulling itself 
up by its bootstraps, Between 1939 and 
1946, its rise in per capita income was the 
highest in the nation, 


Mrs. M. E. Tilly 


The belief is rather generally accepted in 
the South that this region's ills are not so 
much political as economic. In its present 
economy, Southerners feel that there is 
hardly a problem of the South that cannot 
be solved, in the end, by the addition of 
several million good industrial jobs. It has 
made enormous strides, agriculturally and 
industriglly. toward a balance of a diversi- 
fied agriculture and a diversified industry, 
but the goal is still far away. 


The freight rate decision was a help. The 
fight toward absolute freight rate parity is 
to come. The South is getting more than its 
share in the movement toward decentrali- 
zation of industry. The Southern map is 
dotted with multi-million-dollar plants go- 
ing up. Its principal industry, textiles, is 
not over-expanding as in the early 1920s, 
but is modernizing, diversifying and invest- 
ing as never before in research, 


Lynching Is Not Typical 


Incidents like Greenville and Rich Square 
and Brunswick do not provide the true per- 
spective on racial relations in the South, 
deplorable as these intidents are. They 
present only the sensational aspect. But 
these cases have all indicated that law en- 
forcement officers, whether they be local 
or federal, are helpless when the jury con- 
dones violation,of the rights of the minor- 
ity race, 


Education and an improved economy are 
seen as the ultimate solution by Southern- 
ers, Suppose Congress should enact the 
legislation abolishing the poll tax? A few 
Southern states would merely resort to 
some other subterfuge. The newspapers and 
large groups of the leading religious de- 
nominations in the South crusade more or 
less constantly for Negro suffrage and oth- 
er rights for the minority race. The same 
was hardly true a decade ago. 


Yet Southern opinion is more or less 
unanimous that any so-called federal in-

There are a few hot-coffee ma- 
chines on the market that do the 
Same sort of thing, adding cream 
and sugar to satisfy each person's 
whim. 

Machines that serve hot meals, 
now being developed, may mech- 
anize the dining methods of the 


next generation. These machines 


have an electronic grill which op- 


erates on a high-frequency prin- 
ciple, creating heat evenly 
throughout the food itself (instead 
of * heating it from the out- 
side); The electronic ray cooks 
the food so quickly that the flavor 
ig not lost—a principle similar to 
that of freezing foods.

a hamburger or cheeseburger in

decade there will be some com- 
pletely automatic restaurants, 
which at least will solve the prob- 
lem of catching the waiter’s eye. 

These devices would also help 
the distraught housewife, beset by 
varying demands from members 
of her family. She would be able to 
get 1 person's favorite dinner 
from e machine and have it 
cooked at the same time, Then 
she would only have to take every- 
thing home and heat it. 

The big advantage of machines, 
of course, is that they stay open 
after the human stores have 
closed, Thig fact is persuading 


many manufacturers to turn to 
coin machines as one of their big- 
est sales outlets, The Coca-Cola 
o., for instance, now sells about 
40 per cent of its total number of 
drinks from machines, according 
to a recent estimate, 


Machines with groceries, butter 
and canned goods are being put in 
the lobby of some apartment 
buildings, along with mechanical 
laundries, drying machines and 
other home devices, Coin-operated 
gasoline pumps have been installed 
in several places for night drivers. 
A few railroads have “machines 
that sell tickets. 


A popular machine at La Guar- 
dia Airport sells a $5000 air in- 
surance policy for a quarter; five 
quarters. will buy a $25,000 policy. 
Another machine there shines 
shoes for.a dime and presumably 
knows the difference between a 
shoe and a sock. One automatic 
vender appearing soon is geared 
to literary tastes; it sells books 
and offers a choice of 20 titles. 


There is already a machine in 
New York that sells nylons in dif- 
ferent sizes. People in the industry 
are also talking about mechanical 
haberdashers for men. The well 
dressed man of tomorrow will be 
able to buy shirts, socks and other 


articles from automatic venders, 
they say. He will put in a coin and 
dial his size. 

Automatic venders sell most, of 
course, in locations where the 
traffic is heaviest—stations, thea- 
ters, department stores, factories, 
recreation centers. One of every 
four persons coming out of a 
movie house gH at the coin ma- 
chine in the lobby to get a sott 
drink, a poll of theater operators 
has found, 

A Pepsi-Cola -machine was 
rigged up to play that company’s 
jingle every time it served a 
drink. Installed in a Detroit bus 
‘terminal recently on a trial basis, 
it treated the employes to 900 
renditions of this ‘haunting mel- 
ody in one day. 

There is a tremendous demand 
for vending machines, both in this 
country and abroad. rts of 
coin machies may hit $5,000,000 
this year, Chamber of Commerce 
reports show, and the industry is 
just beginning to gather momen- 
tum. When the industry reaches 
full speed automatic devices that 
do the cooking, cleaning and 
‘washing may liberate women from 
the home, but the sociologists can 
worry about that when the time
